Prom a patriotic citizen of Oakland, 
Major David \V. Standoford, of the 
\rm of Vumham, S^andeford & Co., 
proprietors of tho Oakland Planing 
Mills, on First, Washington and 
Heoond streets, and is in tho form of 
the Oreat Heal of the State of Cali- 
fornia — four foot, fonr inches in 
diameter, wrought of forty-one dif- 
ferent varieties of California wood, 
having as many different hues— 
with a patriotic design on the ob- 
vo«o side. While every figure is 
represented to the life, in color as 
well OH in fovm, no paint or dye has 
been used, save on tho "Union" of 
a shield on the obverse side, which 
wasdyed biro. The workmanship 
displayed is of the most exquisite 
iharaeter, tho figures being well 
jnoportionoil, admirably executed 
md the colors harmoniously blend- 
ed.

The body and head of the figure is 
of California nutmeg, the lower 
limbs of black gum, and the model 
is two feet sis inches high, sixteen 
inches from the back to the bend of 
the knee and seven inches across the 
hips.

in this superb piece of his 
work—just as, no donbt, e 


highi, surmounted by a diamond- 
shaped point of oriola wood, fonr 
and a half inches in length. The 
features, the muscles, the hair, the 
waist-band, the fluted drapery looped 
up and clasped by rosettes, the 
round fnll bosom and the symmet- 
rical limbs, are all admirably mold- 
ed. Just beyond her knees.between 
the little mound whereon she sits 
and the open bay beyond, is a card 
receptacle, leading down into a box 
of half a bushel capacity. This is to 
receive such cords,comments or other 
documents as may be dropped in 
during the continuance of the Cen- 
tennial exhibition, and each night 
the lot will be assorted, and such as 
may be thought will be of interest to 
visitors at the exhibition in 1976 will 
be preserved and filed away under 
the keeping of the Goddess until 
that time. 


AN OVAL siiretjj 


Of aurelian wood, 12i9 inches in 
size, upon the top of which her left 
hand rests, is faced with a Gorgon 
head of madrone. Around the shield 
is a row of cocuswood or cocobollo 
rivet beads. 
Little wings put ont 


from the temples of the Gorgon 
head, and back of these two cobras 
rise in threatening attitude above 
the crown. The face is unshaven 
save in the front, and two horns, like 
those which shoot np from the brow 
of Fan, put from the month, giving 
to the face a frightful aspect. 


A OBIZZI.Y BEAK, 


Chiseled from California laurel, 
stands beside Minerva, with "head 
bowed down by weight of woe" at 
the indications of the advance of civ- 
ilization, but looking very cunning. 
He is fifteen inches long, seven and 
a half inches high, and four inches 
across the base of the skull. 
His 


shaggy coat is admirably drawn, bis 
form is well proportioned, and each 
particular claw and even his eye- 
balls are cut from the same piece of 
wood —tlie latter members being 
polished. 


A LIVE OAK BRANCH 


Trails away along the ground and 
clambers up the rocks in front of 
the bear. It is a beautiful arabesque 
design, with its notched and lobate 
leaves, its nine fall size acorn cones 
and two empty, scaly cnpnles. It 
is carved from red oak, is fourteen 
inches in length by seven inches 
across, its stems, leaves, acorns and 
hulls being perfect, and the whole 
forming one of the most artistically 
executed and beautiful figures in 
the group.

The right wing (next the 
background) is stretched forward 
and upward, and the left is thrown 
upward and backward. In his beak 
he carries the end of a streamer (of 
redwood) two feet long, two inches 
wide and half an inch thick, on 
which is a bold " WELCOME," cut 
from California orange-wood. 
In 


his left talon he grasps n laurel 
branch (manzanita); in his right 
three arrows (of arrow wood) point- 
ing forward and upward, and against 
the background be presses a shield 
(aurelian) of thirteen white stars (of 
willow) on a blue union (of dyed 
maple) and tthe usual compliment of 
stripes (of elder). 


LEUENDS. 


Tlie background of the obverse 


side is sugar pine. The outer rim 
is redwood root veneering, with 
raised moulding of California walnut 
and an inner moulding of orange- 
wood. 
Across the top a waving 


streamer with split and tasaeled 
ends (Spanish cedar) bears in fig- 
ures the form of which were peculiar 
to the date recorded, the legend, 
"1776," the figures being locust. 
The word "LIBERTY," in myrtle, 
is followed by a rustic "AND" of 
live oak, which in turn is followed 
by "INDEPENDENCE" in myrtle. 
Beneath tho eagle a two inch plate 
of California rosewood, tipped with 
fancy scrolls of wild cherry, bears 
in huge white lines of California 
buckeye the figrreS "1876," and be- 
neath the whole are the words 
"WELCOME TO ALL," cut from 
tnle wood.

Che side and end leaves or frames of 
he table arc of tomana (or tomina) 
wood, with panel moldings of wal- 
nut and rawed panels of redwood 
veneering. The legs are also of 


square-beaded, fluted and 
) elaborately carved and 


ilghly ornamented with tiger wood 
rosettes, Arched braces of tomana 
start from the base of the fonr legs 
and meet in the centre, forming a sai- 
ler and joining in a corbelio urn of 
omana wood, decorated with tiger 
wood rosettes and beads. Four 
Irawers, with sank and raised pan- 
els of highly polished redwood 
veneering, form reweptacles for 
cards or autographs of visitors.

THE OLD VOBTY-NINEB 


Appears to the left, and a little ways 
off, with pick raised to strike for 
bedrock. He lias just cleared away 
the huge granite boulders (of live 
oak) and commenced sinking a pit, 
or "stripping" the pay-dirt. He is 
six and a half inches high, and his 
head and round-crown wool hat and 


old shirt down to

waist, ore composed of Califor- 
nia nutmeg wood; 
below that 


he is bnilt of block gum, while the 
dingy red sash around his waist, and 
its pendant tassels, ore of manzanita. 
His pick-handle is of the only relia- 
ble timber —whiteoak—while his 
pick is made of pepperwood. His 
rocker, which lies carelessly by the 
pit be is sinking, is made of black 
mosquito, the scive being pierced by 
twenty holes, the whole being 4rJ4 
inches in size. A myrtle dipper 
hangs in its proper place on the 
rocker. Near us a short handle or 
spade-shovel sticks in the ground, 
while over to the left a long handle 
shovel leans listlessly against the 
great granite boulders. The shovels 
ore of ti-tiwood and the handles of 
willows. The "honest miner" has 
just struck a "prospect," as may be 
seen by the few grains of coarse gold 
in his dry Itatea or wooden pan, 
which sits upon the bank of his clear- 
ing in front. The pan is of moan- 
tain mahogany.

THE BACK GROUND
